4» After the attaohments were received by the recipients, several 
iaterestlnip developments toot place, which WEfHih' subsequently board about 
from Subjaot of Beference, The most important was that ZESBES gave WEINERT 
the copy of Attachment C-1 after the latter demanded that he be given the 
ohanoe to prepare a Stellungnahne in ‘rebuttal. In it, WEIHEET allegedly 
admitted to the substance of the indictment contained in Attachment G-1, 
but claimed that his activities were nevertheless not delineated quite cor- 
rectly by Subject of Reference. The latter was of the opinion that WEIWEBT 
only vealceued his position through his Stolluagnabme instead of oiarlfying 
It. The next item of interest was thit J>ie Welt terminated its free-lanoe 
arrangement with Subject of Reference. The latter did not make it clear 
to HKWHAM whether this was a perfectly normal procedure on the part of 
Die Welt beesuse he was representing a client with a case against Die Welt, 
Or whether this was an act of re.tallation by Die Welt. The final develop- 
ment was a request by Subject of Reference urging WEWSAM to retain a lawyer 
practieing in West Berlin to handle such matters as may transpire on the 
lOoal soene. However, he emphasized to EWIAH that this request should 
not be oonstrued tliat he was preparing to withdraw as iJlWHAH’s/DTiilWES * s 
oounself but was based on the faot that he simply had too many oases to 
handle in the PedBop which kept him from doing justice to West Berlin 
de#elopments.

My dear Ur* Zehrer t 

I refer to our discussion of yesterday In connection with the news- 
paper articles emanatirag from the Berlin office of Die Welt, which con- 
cerned my client, Ur* Smst Tillich. This entire mattej: has not only a 
Juridical aspect, but also 'specifically a criminal aspect. The problem 
of this kind of newspaper reporting also touches upon Journalistic aspects, 
about which I would like to make certain comments to you* 

In order to clarify the ciroTunstances, I am forwarding to you as 
Attachment 1 a correction as per the provisions of Paragraph ll/Presse- 
gesetz, as well as an alternate article, which I previously forwarded to 
Dr* Bucerius* Prom these items you will be able to determine the beginning 
of the campaign against Mr* Tillich, as well as the seriousness of the 
allegations which were made against him. During a meeting of STEHH 
editors on 20 October 1955t at which Messrs, Hannen, Weinert, Peters, von 
Meuhaus and Graf participated, Mr* Weinert presented certain items which 
he considered damaging* These items were purloined by Mr. Eatzek, a former 
employee of the KgU* The specific criminal allegations, i*e*, the alleged 
missions to carry out acts of sabotage and espionage by various persons, 
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are in no way contained in these items (documents). Rather, these accu- 
sations hare their origin in propaganda which was put out by the SfS» 

With respect to the manner of reporting in this article, I call your 
attention to a picture which purports to show a fire in the Bunafabrik 
Fuerston;i^walde. This picture was taken from a Soviet Zone Def a film. 

The caption reads t 

"Whether or not this picture is falsified, no one in the West 
can say. The SfS i^resentCd it as proof for an act of sabotage 
committed by the RgR in the Bunafabrik FuerstenrTvalde. The 
factory buildings -allegedly burned to the ground, and the cul- 
prits were liquidated. In any event, KgU chief Tillich could 
not deny that a number of pepple sentenced to death in the OBR 
: for alleged acts of sabotage actually belonged to his organiza- 
tion." 

This mixture of ugly oomibnations and allegations speaks for itself. 
When I am not in a position to state whethsr or not a picture has been 
falsified, then I do not publish it and at the same tirae try to tie it 
to some KgU activity. The material which was contained in the STERN 
article came from Mr. Weinert, and he helped write the article. 

The accusations in Number 37 of the STERN are so grave that they 
should have been clarified before they were printed i However, Mr. Weinert 
did not cease his efforts with this article. He continued them with a 
series of articles in Die Welt and Welt am Sonntag. I forwarded there- 
fore in Attachment 2 the following items* 

a) photocopy of the article in Die Welt of 50 September 

b) photocopy of the article in Die Welt of 15 October 
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c) photocopy of the article in Die Welt of I 4 October 

d) photocopy of the article in Die Welt of 20 October 

e) photocopy of the article in Die Welt am Sonntag of 23 October. 

I would like to submit to you the following information conoemlng 

the origin and background of these articles t 

After' his attack in the STBRH, Hr. Weinert needed additional 
**materlal**. To aoecaaplish thiSf Hr. Weinert visited the defector Eupreoht 
Wagner who apparently had been for some time a spitsel and an agent of tte 
SfS. Mr. Weinert visited him in his apartment in Stalinallee (East Berlin) » 
and procured from him material and information against Tillich. Dtt^lng 
the four hour discussion with Wagner^ two officials of the SfS partici- 
pated} these men showed Mr. Weinert photographs of various employees of the 
ElgU as well as photos of various KgD offices. The fact that this conver- 
sation took place cannot be denied by Mr. Weinert, because he specifically 
referred to it in an article in Die Welt of 30 September. In this article 
Mr. Weinert has made himself a helpmate of the SfS. 

I would like to observe that Mr. Weinert did not take upon himself 
the task of objectively reporting the incident in East Berlin in this 
article. A short time after Mr, Weinert's visit, the SfS staged a press 
conference with Ruprecht Wagner. If Mr. Weinert would have made a detailed 
report about the press conference, one eould still raise the question, if, 
apart from publicizing material from the SfS in West German papers, it 
can be considered appropriate to malign the honor of a citizen. As pre- 
viously mentioned, the discussion with Wagner in the latter’s home, at 
which two officials of the SfS participated, came about at the initiative 
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of Mr. Weinort. The discussion did not serve the pxirpose of ohjectively 
reporting certain developments, hut can he construed as a questionable 
procedure to obtain material designed to satisfy what appeared to be Mr. 
Weinert’s private deteotive-like inclinations. I take the liberty of 
labelling this procedure as revolver joxirnalism, and I raise the question 
if it is the policy of Die Welt to deviate from the principle of objective 
newspaper reporting, and to permit its individual employees to fight a 
private war. I further raise the additional question if it was not the duty . 
of Mr. Weiner t, as a Journalist whose concern should be objective news- 
paper reporting^ to have reported Hr. Tillich's side of the story, es- 
pecially when Mr. Weinert utilized material obtained from the SfS in Die 
Welt. And 1 raise another question, i.e., is the chief editorial officer 
of Die WSlt informed about such activities of Mr. Weinert., 

^ connection with the article of 13 October, I am sending you a 
Gorreotlon as per the provisions of Paragraph ll/Pressegesetz, which is 
self-explanatory. Since according to the provisions of Paragraph' ll/ 
Pressegesetz I can take a position only with respect to a number of un- 
truths which speolfioally concern ay client Mr. Tillich, I consider it 
neoeasary to inform you in full about the background oonceming these 
artlGlea. 

After the press had publicized tha^ 2,000 files had vainished from 
the KgW, the latter preferred charges for theft. An investigation, dis- 
closed that instead of 2,000 files approximately 75 single pages of 
various reports/reoords were missing. The suspicions of the criminal 




police were directed to the former KgU employee Ratzek, whose employment 
had been terminated about nine months previously. Ratzek initially denied 
any knowledge about the missing items » but finally broke under the weight 
of the evidence and took the investigating officers of the oriminal police 
to the cellar of his house, where the remaining items (l.e. missing docu- 
ments) were found under the coal pile. This fact is not known to Mr. 

Wo inert as of now and I request you not to inform him of it. A warrant 
of arrest was then issued against Mr. Ratzek, especially since he was under 
suBpiolon of maintaining treasonable contaots. The docrunents which Mr. 
Weinert used were those which Mr. Ratzek had stolen. I therefore raise 
the question if it should not have been the ^Journalistic duty of Mr. 

Weinert to transmit these documents to that person from whom they had been 
stolen, or if he did not like Mr* Tillich, to the police, instead of 
having utilized 'them for his own purposes. (I emphasize again that these 
dooumente do not contain any of the allegations which were made public 
in the STEEN). 

In connection with the investigation of Ratzek, the oriminal police 
established the fact that his former secretary, Frau Corth, had purloined 
a munber of these docximents from the KgU. The criminal police therefore 
did its duty and decided to investigate Frau Corth. She was picked up 
and brought to police headquerters for this purpose. Despite the fact 
that Frau Corth was released by the police after she had signed a con- 
fession, Weinert decided to report this in an article which was distinctly 
antagonistic to the Berlin police. Be specifically accused them of having 
obtained a confession under duress. 
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If I as a lawyer were to speak with an accused directly after his 
inTestlgation in order to determine the results of his incriminating 
deposition, I would be guilty of aiding and abetting the accused under 
Paragraph 257/Strafgesetzbuch, and I would be expelled from the lawyer’s 
association. Mr. Weinert not only spoke with this witness about her in- 
vestigation immediately after her release by the police, but he even 
reported this matter in a thoroughly distorted manner. As far as the 
KgU is concerned in this matter, you will find the correct circumstances 
in the attached correction. 

]^y virtue of his newspaper articles Mr, Weinert deliberately intruded 
in an investigation which is still open, while at the same time directing 
sharp and unqualified attacks against the Berlin police. As an objective 
reporter of Die Welt in Berlin, it should have been his task to await the 
outcome of the investigation against Ratzek and then to report about the 
aantenoe, and possibly thereafter to take a critical position with respect 
to the legal validity of it. It is however not his task to interview 
vtlnesses directly after their release by the police, to report the re- 
sults in false manner, and to direct attacks against the Bedin police. 

It should be investigated if Mr, Weinert did not attempt to pressure tlie 
police inDBome manner through his articles. His article aboixnds with 
perfidious allegations which are clear to each and everyone who has some . 
knowledge of writing and of the German language. For instance he states 
with respect to the Berlin criminal polices 
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**Ratzek was supposed to admit that he took along secret 
documents from the KgU at the time of his termination*” 

What la the meaning of this phrase was supposed to? The West Berlin police 
did not and was not supposed to do anything else except to determine the 
truth about the matter. Welnert insulted the police with his allegation 
that instead of doing its duty, it had a preconceived opinion of the 
siiruation. In phrase after phrase the article contains perfidious in- 
sinuations and allegations concerning the dereliction of duty on the part 
of the police. 

”They threatened her that they would hold her in investiga- 
tive ciUJtody.” 

If an individual is an accomplice to a theft, then the police has the 
duty to demand investigative arrest in the event the individual is oapaVie 
of prejudlolng the course of Justice* Furthermore, the police generally 
do not make the decision as to whether or not an individual should be 
placed tmder investigative arrest) this is the duty of the investigating 
Judge* I therefore repeat, Weinert's article is not only an intrusion 
into a case still open to investigation, but is also an intrusion into 
the specific aspects of the investigation, especially in connection with 
his accusations that the police used duress to get a confession* 

Mr. Welnert however was not satisfied with this intrusion into an 
unfinished investigation* The following day he and Mr. Joehen ICuehle 
interviewed Frau Corth in the Berlin office of Die Welt. And it was 
agreed to turn the tables and to attack the West Berlin police, and by 
means of counter-chsirgea to try to whitewash the accused persons while 
at the same time putting the police under pressure through the press* 






The counter- chorffojiv were drafted up in the Berlin office of Die Welt in 
the preeence of Mr. Weinert and Mr. Kuehle, and were signed hy Frau Corth. 
Thereupon Mr. Weinert publicized these oharges in the next issue of Die 
Welt, charges which he himself had helped to draft up, which accused two 
officials of the Berlin police of false arrest^ false accusations, per- 
eeoution of innocent persons, and of resorting to duress to obtain a 
confession. These accusations were among the severest which oan he 
leveled against an official and especially against an investigating 
official. The entire article can be construed as a major attempt at 
blackmail, false accusations, and attempts to favor the accused end to 
pervert the course of an investigation, I assume thfit the Berlin police 
will know what to do about these acousationa, especially since it involves 
accusations against two of its officials. I take the liberty of pointing 
out the following to you. Prom the standpoint of legal procedure, it is 
axiomatic that every individual has the right Id bring chargee. However, 
is it possible that the charges of Frau Corth would have received two 
ooluams of 8i>ace with three lines of heading if by chance Mr, Weinert 
had not been the correspondent of Die Welt in Berlin. Are not the statutes 
of Die Welt, which include the duty of objective reporting, seriously 
abused when charges ere prepared in the Berlin office of the paper, which 
are tV en publicized in a manner not befitting their nature, thanks to 
the influential position whict Die Welt occupies among the public at 
large. Is it right that these charges should be given a status which 
they never deserved simply because Mr. Weinert wants to conduct a private 
war. Should it not hava been the journalistic responsibility of Mr, 

Weinert to visit Mr. Tillich or another representative of the KgU in 
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order to give the other aide, which constantly under attack, an oppor- 
tunity to give an ohjective account of its side of the matter. Is it the 
policy of Die Welt to permit intrusions into open investigations. 

The article in Die Welt of 20 Ootoher can only be designated as in- 
famous. After the results of the investigation and interrogation of 
Hatzek, plus the finding of the stolen documents in the coal cellar, had 
served to Justify the case against Hatzek, the state's attorney in Berlin 
approved tho necessity of investigative custody, and the Judge approved 
the issuance of a warrant of arrest against Hatzek. Bow, after Mr. Weinert 
had violated the statutes of Die Welt as well as his Journalistic duties 
by intruding In an open investigation in an attempt to whitewash the accused 
Rataeky It would have been time for him to bring at least an objective re- 
port concerning the court session re Hatzek. However, Mr. Weinert reported 
what must have been for him and the deliberately misinformed reading public 
the suiTpriaing result of the affirmation of the investigative custody in 
only one sentence. Thereafter he continued by reporting the allegations 
of the accused Hatzek. I ask you to in(juire of one of your Journalists who 
happens to be a police reporter what his opinion of such reporting pro- 
cedure is. It is obvious that at this point the reporting no longer deals 
with Mr. Tillich, but rather with attacks ag 0 .inst the police and the courts. 
It would have been Mr. . Weinert* s duty to report at least some of the state- 
ments of the state's attorney or some of the legal grounds for Hatzek *8 
continued arrest. At this particular stage of his reporting, Mr. Weinert 
could have brought at least a statement by Mr. Tillich, which the latter 
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probably would have refused to make, because he did not want to Interfere 
with a case still under inyeatigstion. The manner in which Mr* Weinert 
has reported these developments is not only insulting and libeloua» but 
is also dictated by hate. If Mr, Weinert hates Mr. Tillich, then this 
is a personal matter. However, I raise the question if it Is desixable 
that the reputation of Hie Welt be besmirched because Hr* Weinert has 
utilized it for purposes to satisfy his personal dislikes* 

The last article of Mr. Weinert in Hie Welt am Sozmtag of 23 October 
is also directed against the KgTJ in its entirety, despite the fact that 
the EgU is attempting to ameliorate the lot of the people in the GHH* I 
regard this article, insofar as it does not contain accusations which go 
beyond previous ones, as an artfcle which contains Weinert's tendentious 
opinions. 

In summary, it can be stated that the publication of five articles 
in Hie Welt, an article in Hie Welt am Sonntag plus the article in Humber 
37 of the STERN do not represent reporting in its true sense, but rather 
a systematic and defamatory hate campaign. Tb date no statement of Mr. 
Tillich has been carried in these papers. It would seem that Mr. Weinert 
has used the fact that Mr. Tillich is not a section chief in an intelli- 
gence organization hut rather the leader of a legally registered private 
organization in order to defame the honor of a private citizen without 
repercussions io himself. And Mr. Weinert has not made his attacks more 
palatable because he happened to single out Mr. Tillioh, who is in a 
somewhat vulnerable and unprotected position. 






My dear Mr. Zehrer» when Mr. Tillioh requested me to represent him 
in matters which could posaihly result in legal proceedings, I assumed 
that he was referring to the attacks in the STEM. I was astounded when 
I found out that Mr. Weinert was behlzui these attacks, while at the same 
time serwing as the correspondent of Die Welt in Berlin* To some extent 
the public has gotten the Impression that the attacks against Mr. Tillich 
stemmed from rarious sides end various organizations. In reality, the 
attacks appear to be due almost entirely to the efforts of Mr* Weinert 
himself . 

Because of my long established and close contacts to Die Welt, it 
has been fairly easy for me to advise Mr. Tillich not to consider any 
legal action against the newspaper publisher himself. Mr. Tillich is 
definitely interested in a close and collaborative relationship with the 
entire press, especially with Die Welt. I believe it is clear from the 
aforegoing that Die Welt is obliged to undertake some action which will 
rehabilitate Mr. Tillich* s honor. 7ou will therefore understand my re- 
quest when I ask you to print the information contained in the attachments 
as required by the provisions of Paragraph ll/Pressegesetz. This should 
take place in the next issue of your paper on the same page and in the 
same format under which the previous derogatory articles appeared. It 
is realized that a correct ion under the provisions of Paragraph ll/Presse- 
gesetz is generally awkward and difficult for the reader to understand 
and follow. Such a correction also has the disadvauitage of only touching 
upon a number of points while at the same time excluding all comments 
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and obserratlons pertinent thereto. The correction has the further dis~ 
adyemtage in that the major portion of it should really rectify the 
aoeusatione that were leveled against the Berlin police, so that a full 
understanding concerning the distorted reports of Mr. feinert is possible. 
It would therefore be more desirable if you would be prepared to publicize 
a second version of the correction, which however does not necessarily 
meet the technicalities of Paragraph ll/Pressegesetz. Such a version 
would have the advantage of not necessarily appearing as a correctioni 
It would thereby enable the reader to read it with Interest and would 
save the newspaper the embarrassment of having to disavow its previous 
reports. I leave it to your discretion as ts which version you decide to 
print. I would also agree if youwould assign an objective and unbiased 
reporter of Die Welt to conduct em interview of Mr. Tillich and to write 
an article concerning the activities of the ZglJ. It la presumed that 
such an article wouldrptesent to the public a correct version of the 
EgU*s activities and would thereby help to lessen some of the damage 
which has been done to my client. 

Tou will have noted that I did not take a position with respect to 
* 

the various accusations which have been leveled against Mr. Tillich 
personally. I have rather restricted my position to such matters as are 
conoemed with proper jottrnalistic reporting and the legalities that 
may arise therefrom if not conducted in the proper manner. In this conw 
nection I would like to inform you, that because of the articles in the 
STERH and Die Welt, investigations have been instituted which my client 
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Mr» Tllllcli considers desiratle 'because they afford him an opportunity 
to clear hia name. Purthermore, the investigations against Hatzek nnd 
Prau Corth are continuing. Also, due to the efforts of Mr. Weinert and 
Mr. Euehle, Investigations have been instituted against the two officiala 
of the Berlin criminal police who handled the Corth/Ratzek investigation. 

I give you official notification of this so that you may know that any 
further articles concerning these matters must be considered an attempt 
to interfere with judicial prooedures. It would also be impossible for 
me to restrain Mr. Tillich from legal action against you in the event 
further articles appear. I am certain however that you are of the same 
opinion as I am, namely, that a large and leading newspaper has a responsi* 
hllity to defend the basic law of Cur country, and that it does not have 
the right to interfere with the due process of the law especially when 
one of the individuals involved in such judicial procedure has been 
severely attacked, it would he most desirable if you would use your 
influence to induce the Berlin office of Die Welt to adhere to the plan 
of proper and decent journalistic procedure. 

Befoer concluding, I request you to consider this letter as personal 
and confidential. Naturally I have nothing against a revelation of the 
general contents of this letter to the people who are concerned with the 
various events. However, since the allegations in the articles were of 
a serious political as v.'ell as a juridical nature, I request you to treat 
this letter in the same manner in which written documents to a court are 
treated. I therefore request that my letter remain v.-it’'-, your ov-;:- personal 




file. It would be moat unfortunate if this particular letter were to 
end up in the hande of the Soviet security services during Mr. Weinert's 
next visit to Stalinallee. I feel that this caution is necessary since 
I have been forced to take a position to various matters which are still 
in the process of being investigated. I remain sincerely yours»
